CAPTAIN ALEXANDER 


HONORED IN SOUTH. 


A dispatch from San Diego has the 


following 1 to say concerning- Captain Al- 
exander, who is a resident of Oakland: 


Captain E. Alexander, the command- 


ing officer of the steamer Santa Rosa, 
was called to the Custom-house on the 
arrival of the steamer here today, and 
found there a letter from 
Secretary 


Lyman J, Gage oj; the Treasury De- 
partment, accompanying- a g-old life- 
saving' medal awarded to him in recog- 
nition of heroic conduct on April 3, 
ISnO,- when at Port Harford, at great 
risk of .being drowned or crushed, he 
jumped into the ocean and, against the 
will of the man he was trying to save 
he-Id him above water until a rone 
cold be lowered arid the man raised to 
the deck of the steamer Mexico, of 
which Alexander was then in com- 
mand. 


The man had jumped over the side of 


the sti-amer and was between, the huH 
of the vessel and the wharf, against 
which the steamer was surging with 
the wash of. the waters, and though 
Captain Alexander was 300 feet away 
when l:he cry of "passenger overboard" 
was raised, it was but a minute or 
two before he was in the water and 
had tho maji rescued. The medal is of 
gold, weighing1 fully four ounces, and 
is Inscribed "In memory of heroic con- 
duct in saving a Life from the perils 
of the sea."
